In the future, however, we are informed, this 
policv will not he carried out to the extent which 
it has been in the past. For about the- past month 
the |udgmeni of the student editor has not tieen 
considered final, and it will not be so in the 
future The director of publications has an 
nounced that he plans to exercise more fully 
the powers of regulation given him hv the Board 
ol Trustees 

These powers of regulation could coiueivablv
